GEN GRANT. 


His Life at Long Branch The Business 
: of Ulysses the Youoger. 

Gath's Special. ; 

I saw Gen. Grant this afternoon come up 
to the West End Hotel Crlving a pair of 
horses. He worea silk plug hat and black 
suit and his face was beavy and strong, as in 
bis Presidential days. His son Ulyssus, who 
absorbs nearly the whole business faculty of 
the family, occupied the rear seat with his 
plain but sensible wife. Young Grant was 
sinecrely attached to this lady and bolted a 


better worldly match to get her. Fortwo 


vears she was tolerably indifferent to his 
attentions and not until he returned the 
third vear was his suit considered. 
The son of Dean Richmond had cov- 
eted the lady previously and was rather the 
favorite of her father. I have been told that 
her dower, instead of being a large quantity 
of bonds, as has been hinted, was chiefly her 
residence in New York city, Which with its 
furniture, is probably worth $100,000. Her 
father being an invalid many years, is again 
ambitious of political distinction, and has re- 
turned to Colorado with that idea in view. 
It is said among business men that the firm 
of Grant & Ward,in whieh General Grant 
nas an interest, divided 3700,000 profits last 
year. The genius of this houseis a young 
man named Ward, not much over thirty years 
of aze, who is the son-in-law of a former 
cashier of the Marine Bank. He possesses in 
a high degree that quick, shrewd ability to 
turn things of value over and overagain. He 
was for some time a dealer in certificates on 
the Produce Exchange, buying the seats of 
members as they went out at low figures, and 
selling them to new applicants for member- 
ship at advances. The present business of 
the urm is dealing in mining securi- 
ties as well as railroad and other 
certificates. Ulvsses Grant much resembles 
his father, but has blacker hair and beard. 
His walk and manner of holding his head and 
shy expression are characteristic of his 
father. He bas purchased in Westchester 
county, north of New York, a country place, 
for the moderate figure of about $100 an acre, 
on Which is a substantial house. The propen- 
sity for owning places in the country is again 
increasing, partly on account of the more 
rigorous laws against tramps in the different 
Stutes. There is butasmall tramp popuia- 
tion in the East at present. It is has been 
weeded out of most of the denser States, the 
laws against loiterers starting in Connecticut 
and being rapidly taken up in New Jersey 
and New York. Gen. Grant, as vou will see 
from what I have said, isin a very prosper- 
ous worldly condition at present. With his 
interest in his son’s firm, his real estate, re- 
cent sales of land at St. Louis, and popular 
subscriptions, he cannot be worth less than 
$500,000. 
Old Mad. Jumel’s Estate. 
New York Cor. Cincinnati Eftiquirer. 

Mention of Aaron Burr recalls the fact that 
the estate of Madame Jumel, who was the 
second wife of Aaron Burr, is again in liti- 
vation, the lawyers fighting the putative 
heirs for their enormous fees. Madam Jumel 
was the American mistress of a Frenchman. 
She had probarly been acommon woman be- 
fore she became the Frenchman’s mistress. 
She was fine-looking, however—a very per- 
fect animal—and lived with the Frenchman 
some vears and bore him a child. She had 
the arts of depraved women, and scheme l tu 
Zet the Frenchman’s money. Affecting to be 
on ber last bed of illness, she told Jumel that 
she cofild not die in peace unless he legiti- 
mized their child bv marriage. Iwill never 
rise from this bed,“ she said, but I want to 
feel my soul secure, and also that child’s, by 
throwiag the ceremonies of the church around 
us.“ Jumel, much affected, sent 
for the priest, and the two were 
married, butthe Madame never died, and on 
the death of Jumel she, many years his 
junior, was the heir to his property. She 
where General 
Wasbington once courted Miss Phillipse, on 
the upper end of New York Island, overlook- 
ing the High Bridge of tiarlem River. The 
old house stilt stands there, and has been in- 
habited by Madame Jumel’s grandson who is 
now dead, though the oldlady herself only 
died about eighteen years ago. Washington 
came to New York for his tirst visit during 
the French and Indian wars, and called on 
Miss Phillipse, and addressed her by letter 
after he departed: but she was in love with 
Captain Roger Morris, whom she married. 
He went into the British service during our 
Revolution. and so did ber family, 
and, therefore, their estate was 
contiscated. As the widow Jumel had no 
character in New York, it occurred to Aaron 
Burr after he was turned out of public life 
and generally detested, that be might make 
this ola woman his bride and get her money. 
Ile married her, but she soon found that he 
Was using up her funds, which he collected as 
ber husband, instead of returning them to 
her, ana sbe discbarged him both from her 
bed and her stewardship. 

A friend of mine,who was a clerk in the of- 
lice of Charlies O'Connor, once told me that 
he frequently was sent to Madame Juamel’s 
by the lawyer to take points of testimony or 
establish certain things at law.The old woman 
Was about ninety years of age, but her immor- 
tal part was her vanity. The young mancom- 
plimented her one day on looking so weil at her 
age, and she took her hand and placed it on 
her breast, nearly a century old, and asked if 
40 young women nowadays could match her 
there. 


Slavery in the Transvaal,

tather a dark shadow is thrown upon the 
s0ers’ love of liberty by a number of aftfdayv- 
its recently laid before the British Royal 
Commission in South Africa by natives and 
residents relative to the existence of slavery 
inthe Transvaal, andthe outrages to which 
English settlers and loyal Boers have been 
subjected. Among the aflidavits are three 
from natives who have been bought and sold 
us slaves by the Boers, one of them having 
been in slavery for ten years, from 1866 to 
1876. Mr. Thorne, a curate of Lydenberg, 
testities that when Pretorious was President 
he saw in the streets of Potchefstroom a 
number of young natives just brought as 
slaves from Zoutspansberg. One of them 
Was owned by the State Attorney, and it was 
commonly stated thatthe President himself 
was one of the most extensive slave traders. 
He also saw a copy of a register kept in the 
Landdrost’s office of 480 men, women and 
children who had been sold by one Boer to 
another—one fora goat, another for a blank 
et, etc. Many cases of extreme cruelty came 
under his observation just before the arnex- 
ation. A woman, for instance, was logged 
at hruger’s Post so severely thatshe dieddur- 
ing the night, and about the same time a na— 
tive Was chased and shot: but for these things 
no one Was ever punished.

How Lincoln Narrowly 
naped and 
, From the Bvston 
Mr. John Nichols, of Omaha, was one of the 

body-guard of President Lincoin from the 
summer of 1862 until 1865, and the assassina- 
tion of President Garfield brings to his mind 
several thrilling episodes in the career of the 
mattir President never before published of 
which the foliowing is a narration: During 
the first two years of the bodyv-guard's term 
of service the most rigid discipline was en- 
forced. Sometimes we would ordered to 
use extraordinary vigilance, and to let no one 
enter the grounds or the White House with- 
out proper passes, and to be very particular 
asto who approached the President. Often 
the oider would come fo. the guards on 
duty to be doubled. Up to 1864, owing to 
our Vigilance and the protecting hand of Prov- 
idence, our beloved chief bad escapgd the 
hand of violence. Inthe summer of 1861 an 
accident occurred which nearly forestalled 
the terrible tragedy which robhed us of our 
President a few months later, The President 
and his family were stayiag at the Soldiers’ 
Home. 1 was his pene to N — 
the War D ment when grer 
im wnce Wa UND TRS tote army, con- 
sultirg with the Secretary and transmittinz 
and receiving dispatches, and after his work 
wa’s finished he would ride out to the Home. 
That summer he had persistently refused an 
escort, imagining himself perfectly secure. 
One night about the middle gf August L was 
doing sentinel duty when I heard the report 
of a gun some distance off, and presently 
Lincoln rode up at a smart pace, bareheaded. 
He said that his borse had started 
by the report of a gun, and that his 
bat bad fallen off by the hores’s sudden 
movement. I went aiter the hat and found 
that there was arifle shot hole inthe belli of 
it. Lincoln gave orders to keep the affair 
quiet, Which was done. The next fall we 
unknowingly frustrated an attempt to kidnap 
the President by moving our tent behind the 
War Department building. The War and 
Navy departments are situated at the west 
end of the White House Park, and to these 
buildings Lincoln was called oftener thin to 
any place in the capital. A gravel walk led 
from the west end of the mansion through 
the park, which was filled with trees aud 
shubbery, to the War Department, and 
over this the President walked several 
times a dav, often unaccompanied. On 
the very night after we nad moved the tent 
the rebels had a plan laid to capture the 
President. The conspirators were to hid in 
the shrubbery, and when the President cime 
along over the walk they were to seize, vag 
and carry him to the house of one Green, a 
rank rebel, on the banks of the Potomac, 
back of the White House grounds, where he 
was to be secreved for a time, and then spirit- 
ed across the river into Virginia. Thence he 
wasto be taken Richmond, or some other 
Confederate stronghold, where he was to be 
held as a hostage. The members of the gu ird 
always supposed thatthe conspirators were 
frightened away when thev saw our guard 
tent, and abandoned the kidnapping. 
Not long after the attempted kidnapping 
another episode occurred which was thought 
to have been planned by a band of assassins 
who made their beadquarters in the citv. 
Bourke, the veteran coachman, who had 
setved at the White House through Pierce 
and Buchanan’s administrations, and thus far 
through Lincoln’s, was taken sick and com- 
pelled to be off duty. Immediately a stranger 
applied at the White’ House for Bourke’s 
place. He pleaded his own cause and the 
result was that he w.ss employed as presiden- 
tialcoachman. From the first he was domi- 
neering and after a few weeks became so im— 
portant that he was discharged and Bourke 
reinstated. He made threats and was so ugly 
that he was driven away. One pight sngrtly 
alter the discharged coachm: was seen 
sneaking around the stables. Presently the 
whole interior of the stables was found to be 
on fire. The whole guard was cilled out, 
aud, bv dint of great exertion, we saved the 
President’s couch and team, but Tad Lin- 
‘Oln’s ponies and Col. Hay's carriage team 
perished. The plan was to have this man fire 
the stubles and thus throw us off our guad, 
and during the excitement some of the con- 
spiratois were to rush into the White House 
and murder the President. But instead of 
remaining in the house, Mr. Lincoln ran out 
among us, and thus, in all probahiblty, frus- 
trated another attempt at assassination. 


Distinguished Missourians Abroad.

The distinguished gentleman from Mis- 
souri Who have been enjoying the hospitality 
of the city forthe past two or three days had 
aserious time getting away. Circumstances 
combined to keep them here. They had in- 
tended going North on Sunday evening, but 
their car was thrown off the track at the 
depot, and they Were compelled to lie over 
till morning. At 10:50 a. m. a fresh start was 
taken, and the experience of the previous 
evening was repeated. They were not only 
ditched, but they were run into and scared to 
death, They did not get away for Milwaukee 
until hearly 5 0’eclock in the evening, but, as 
they had nothing to do, they stood the vexa- 
tion with becoming grace and dignity. The 
party is making its trip in the Directors’ cuir 
of the Iron Mountain Railway, as scraggya 
conveyance as has struck Chicago for mauy « 
day, andif the travelers escape with their 
lives they will be playing in great luck. The 
zentlemen who compose the expedition are 
among the most distingufshed citizens of Mis- 
souri. They are escaping from sun urnedst. 
Louis into God's country, and it’s a pity that 
sv much as a tipple of ill-lnek 
shculd attend them,.

ABOUT SEALS. 


How the Animals Establish Harems by 
the Sad Sea Waves. 
Interview with a Zoological Garden Supt. 
als are not very moral animals. They 
are terrible polygamists, Early in the spring 
months the males leave the herd and go hunt- 
ing up the rookery. In an idle, doubtful § 
manner. early in May they swim about ap— 
parently reluctant to land. Soon the old bulls 
upproach the loose, rocky shore and locate 
themselves. Each animal takes possession 
ofa piece of ground about ten feet square, 
and as those fresh from the sea come in begin 
a series of battles and tights that are terrible 
to behold. This warfare lasts all through 
May, is open to all comers of the seal persua— 
sion and lasts into the first week in June, and 
those next the water have to restst all comers 
or themselves be forced back. Meantime, 
from the beginning until the end of June, the 
pregnant females come first in small num— 
bers, until the great bodv arrives en masse 
toward the close of the nonth. Each male 
keeps his position as best he can, while some 
of tbe females hesitate to land, calling out as 
if in search of some particular male. The 
males coaxingly inveigle them ashore, and 
no sooner do the females approach 
than fhey are laid hold of by the 
males, and a general **walloping’ among the 
‘‘rookery” ensues. The quiet, unassuming 
females sometimes get terribly used up. The 
strong and sturdy males generally man- 
ave to secure from twelve to fifteen females 
for their sea seraglio, but to keep them is an 
extremely bazardous business. Day and 
hight the males who have left their station 
for at Jeast six weeks have still to keep watch 
and guard over their accommodating spouses, 
as they can only be kept by force. If 
the master ofthe harem goes to sleep for 
a few moments, then up slips 
bis more wide-awake neighbor from behind 
and carries off by foul means what he can hot 
obtain by fair: or some slippery spouse, tired 
of slavery to her liege lord and master, tries 
to slip off toa more congenial mate. Then 
ensues domestic strife,in which all the neigh- 
boring males take a hand, since there is a 
chance of capturing a coveted female. The 
poor wives suffer equally with their spouses, 
are * ane = bitten and dashed about. Some 
of the females may vet more comfortably 
settled than others which are bandied about 
from one location to another, until at last 
mostof the males obtain a few partners, 
those in front securing the greatest number, 
these behind having to be satisfiea with onls 
half a dozen wives or thiereabouts. Finally

HORSEBACK RIDING. 


Prescribed by Physicians and Made Pop- 
ular by Fasifion. 
From the New York Sun. 


There are more good equestrians in Nev 
York now than ever befor Nearly every 
society man rides, more Or less, and among 
the ladies there are very many notable horse- 
womem for cquestrlan exercise has come to 
be a fashion. The best time taget an 
the extent to Which it is practiced isin ta 
early morning, and the place any of the leafy 
allevs of Central Pacific or the green lanes 
beyond the Harlem River. Itis not easy to 
realize that everybody is out of town,“ in 
view of stch a display of beauty, grace and 
fashion as may be observed on anv morning, 
even at this season,in those favorite rides. 
Nevertheless'this is by no means the busy 
season of the riding academies. The autumn 
and spring months are thorevin which their 
steeds are mostin demand for outdoor exer- 
cise, while winter is the time when they are 
busiest within. A novel feature ia society 
life, which has become very prominent in the 
last two winters, has been the getting up of 
riding parties, generally by an association of 
ladies and gentiemen, from forty to sixty in 
number, who organized themselves at the 
beginning of the season and chartered Dick- 
el’s Riding Academy for one evening each 
week during ten or twelve weeks, paying 
therefor from $1,000 to $1,500. On those even- 
ings no person outside of their coterie was 
admitted. The entire establishment, with its 
stud of over 500 horses, was at their disposal: 
a fine band was stationed in the gallery— 
sometimes two bands, to relieve each other— 
plaving while the riding was going on. 

The place was brilliantly illuminated and 
gaylv decorated, and the evening was spent in 
bealth-giving and enjovable trorseback exer- 
cise, much better than dancing. There are 
so many good equestriennes that itis not easy 
to select those especially worthy of mention, 
but some of the most frequently seen and ad- 
mired on horseback’ are: Miss E. Dadge, 
daughter of W. E. Dodge; Miss Agnew, 
daughter of Dr. Agnew; Miss Payson, daugh- 
ter of E. Pavson: Mrs. Arnold, Miss Han- 
cock, Miss Yard, Mrs. J. Douglas, Miss 0. 
Stevens, Mrs. J. I'. Robinson, Jr., Mrs. Me- 
Kosson, Mrs. Hughes, daughter of Judge 
Hilton: Mrs. J. E. Read, Mrs. L. W. Phelps, 
MW. Wm. Sloane, Mrs. F. Tavlor, Miss Van- 
derbilt, daughter of W. II. Vanderbilt; Miss 
Case, Miss E. C. Phelbin, Miss L. Jones, Mrs.

Nearly every society man now either Keeps 
a riding horse or takes frequent equestrian 
exercise ata riding academy or upon horses 
nired from such concerns. About 150 horses 
belonging to private owners are boarded in 
the winter season at Dickel’s. Many of these 
are now away in the country, for this is the 
season of their most arduous outdoor service, 
when their masters are enjoying vacation 
time. S meof the regular hacks of the sta- 
bies are also called into requisition now ut 
the various watering places, tor riders prefer 
the well-broken animals which bave been in 
school service, to the chance stock that the 
country may be expected to afford. Mr, 
Dickel, at the opening of the the present 
season, sent twenty-five horses to Saratoga, 
as many to Long Branch, and as many more 
to Richfield Springs, accompanying each lot 
with a capable ipstructor in the art of equi- 
tation. Mr. Dickel’s New York Riding Acad- 
emv was founded in 1836 by his brother, Col. 
C. F. Dickel, who commanded the Fourth 
New York Cavalry in the war. It covers 
tweive city lots, bus stabling for 300 horses, 
and its tan-covered area is 100 by 130 feet in 
extent. The average number of pupils re- 
geiving daily instruction is about seventy and 
the four teachers are kept in the saddle pretty 
much all the time inthe busy season. Many 
parents are having their children taught to 
ride while still quite voung. Bovs and girls 
of six or seven vears are frequently to be seen 
in the ring galloping about on ponies as grace- 
fully and contidently as their elders. Two- 
thirds of those learning to ride are ladies. 
Any person possessed of an ordinary degree 
of sel’-reliance and courage can learn to ride 
well in one course of twenty lessons, but long 
practice will be necessary to harden the mus- 
cle, give a firm grip onthe saddle and make 
the exercise really a pleasure. 

Physicians frequently send patients to take 
riding lessons, particulurly persons whose 
occupations are of a sedentary character. 
One stout, red-faced merchant, a little past 
middle age, Who was so recommended by his 
doctor, eame upto try the prescription one 
morning last autumn. Ile had not been ona 
horse since he was a boy, he said. They put 
him on an eagyv-going, tractabie horse, and he 
jogved about the ring for one hour faithfully. 
Then be dismounted stiffly, with many. grim- 
aces anda few pithy remarks, waddled into 
the office, aud declared himself. ‘*That,’’ 
said he, “lets me out. Jean get exactly the 
same results for half the money, and in half 
the time, hy hiring my porter to kick me,” 
But his doctor persuaded him to continue, 
und in a very little time the stiffness and sore- 
ness caused, by the unaccustomed exercise 
passed away. Now he takes long rides 
through the park and out into the country 
almost daily, enjoys them, and protests that 
they have made him feel like a new man. 

No fancy vaquero and eireus-riding is 
taught in the academy, but lessons are given 
in jumping, and some of the ladies whose 
names are mentioned are said to be. so accom- 
plished in it that they would have no difliculty 
What ever in “following hounds” across any 
gessonable sort of country. There are two 
other riding schools in New York and there 
is one in Brooklyn and another in Hoboken. 
The horses used have to be specially selected 
for good blood, gentle action, form and style, 
are generally picked from Virginia aud Ken- 
tuchy and cost from #200 to 5300 each. They 
are all,short-barrelled, as long-barrelled and 
long-limbed-anioials will not stand the wear 
of such service as is required ofthem. Some 
good horses for this work are now obtained 
from Canada: not the so-called Canadian 
ponies, but horses which have astrain of good 
English blood.

Northern Minnesota Scenery. 
From the St. Paul Pioneer. 

Mr. John Douglas, special agent of the 
Treasury Department has recently returned 
from an extended tour of inspection aiong the 
northern border of the country, the United 
States revenue cutter Andrew Johnson hay- 
ing been placed at his disposal for the pur- 
pose, upon which he made the trip from Mil- 
waukee to Duluth. Mr. Douglas while call!- 
ing at the customs stations at Grand Portage, 
on the north shore of Lake Superior, took 
occasion to visit the grand falls of Pigeon 
River, which he considered a curiosity so 
wonderful thatif its grandeur and propor- 
tions were known, would attract the atten- 
tion of hundreds of. visitors annually. 
Pigeon River at this point is perhaps 600 feet 
wide, its passace being through a 
gorge cut in the solid rock. The water, some 
eightor ten inches in depth, is broken by 
a ceep fracture near the centre of the ledge, 
which produces a sort of double fall, the two 
sides of the stream first approaching each 
other and then descending perpendicularly 
about eighty feet to the foot of the precipice. 
The scene is so wild and grand that it is worth 
a long journey to see, and it is regarded asa 
little singular that so magnificent a speci- 
ment of nature’s handiwork should have so 
long remained unnoticed by the tourist. The 
splendid scenery of this comparatively un— 
kpown section of the country is not its only 
notable characteristic, its vast mineral wealth 
onlx awaiting development, while Mr. Doug- 
las learned that the slate quarries on the 
british side of the Pigeon River are likely to 
prove to be among the best on tue continent, 
u fact that is likely soon to be demonstrated 
by Canadian capitalists, who are said to be 
rendx to open them tothe markets of the 
world.

For the past ten years or more one of the 
noted palaces of the Mississippi and owned 
andrun by the Anchor Line was known as 
the City of Vicksburg. About a year ago 
this steamer struck an obstruction and went 
‘othe bottom of the river, when the compa- 
nv at once ordered a boat to be constructed 
to take her place in this line, and it is of this 
new packet that we are now about to speak. 
it is well known to all thatthe wealth of the 
t, Louis and Vicksburg Anchor Line, 
10 which this boat belongs, is 
such as to enable it to 


expend large sums of money in the construc- 
tion of its steamer, and it is furthermore 
now tat the company does expend large 
Ius in this way, and that its-boats are equal 
in point of strength, durabilitv, speed and el- 
Fance to any navigating the Mississippi River 
oy tributaries. It is also observable that news- 
papers, asa rule, do not puff boats of this 
‘ine, at least not with the consent of President 
<cudder or Superintendent Jno. P. Keiser, who 
are averse to any such methods of attracting 
public attention to the merits of their steam- 
ers. Indeed the writer for the press is re- 
ved from the necessity of dealing in ful- 
eme ‘audation when speaking of the com- 
pany or its packets, because to tell the simple 
‘ruth will always give sufficient color to his 
composition to render it both readable and 
interesting. In proof of this assertion we 
nave only to state that the boat we have now 
io do with, though only of medium size, 
cost $100,000 cash. The new boat was built 
'y the Howards of Jeffersonville, Indiana, 
„ho have two additional ones, still larger, 
o on the stocks for the New Orleans Line 
of which Mr. Scudder is also the President, 
od James O'Neal, Superintendent. 

The dimension of the City of Vicksburg are 
„ follows: Length of hull 280 feet, depth of 
pold &*. feet, with 44 feet beam, all oak, well 
roned and fastened extra strong. The guards 
e feet in width, iving the boat an ex- 
treme width of 79 feet, and a carrying capacity 
{i00 tops. Sbe has an easy model, with a 
fraught light in running trim of only 45 
inches, making her a great business boat and 
real beauty. The machinery, from the 
foundry of Ainslie, Cochran & Co., of Louis- 
ville, isa perfect specimen of their handiwork. 
lt is high pressure, embracing cylinders 26 
coches in diameter, with) feet stroke; work- 
ne water wheels 54 feet in diameter, with 15 
fret length of buckets. The steam power lies 
n ve *Otis’’ steel boilers, each 30 feet in 
length and 44 inches in diameter, with four 
return Hues in each. All the 
appliances required by the steamboat 
law, as Well as those suggested by the ad- 
vance of the ave for safety, are in this boat, 
including extra boilers for the auxiliary en- 
cines, doctor, donkey and steam pumps to 
work hose in case of fire, etc. The main sa- 
oon is 190 feet in length, sixteen feet wide 
snd thirteen and a half in heighth, exclusive 
ofthe arches. The interior is painted a pure 
French zine whitein gloss, requiring nine 
coats, Which, together with the gold etchings 
and reliefs, taxed the utmost skill and pa- 
tience of the artists in completing its beau- 
ties. In contrast, or relief, the stateroom 
doors are of hard wood, polished walnut, 
decorated and embossed in gold. The lofty 
skylights are tilled with remarkably tine 
specimens of stained lass, for the manu- 
facture of which the e s consum-

The furni - 
ture, including looking glasses, bedding, 
pnolstered work, ete. „is all fromthe house of 
Martin Lammert, No. 1000 North Fifth street. 
The ladies’ cabin sets are of rosewood 
overed with the best quality of velvet plush. 
in each room is a tine bedstead,dressing-case, 
marble top washstand,large gilt looking-glass 
ipholstered cnairs, ete. Rich lambrequins 
ud pure lacejcurtains adda charm to the 
-nowy beds which are irresistable attractive. 
In the rear of the ladies’ cabin isla large look- 
ne-glass, beveled plated, incased in French 
walnut and made from a design originated by 
Mr. Lammert especially forthis steamer. It 
eighty inches high by sixty inches broad. 
Carved in the wood at the top is a 
‘mallanchor which under the circumstances 
is very appropriate and is much admired. A 
very beautiful piece of furniture is the center 
latle in the ladies’ cabin, which is of walnut 
covered with a variety of finely polished and 
artistically arranged stones.

A HORRIBLE railway murder having re- 
cently taken place in England, rendered 
possible solely by the compartment system of 
coaches, it pleases the London Standard to 
distract publie attention by commenting on 
the recent attack of armed bandits on a rail- 
way train in this State. The object of the 
Standard is, of course, to show the advantage 
ofthe chicken-coop system of coaches over 
our large cars. It is claimed that if a gang of 
robbers should make an attack on an English 
railway trainthey wouldn’t be able to pillage 
more than a third ofthe compartments be- 
fore the passengers would rally from the 
other section of the train and scare them off. 
This is sheer nonsense. The compartment 
system is very convenient in committing 
private murders and assaulting females and 
the passengers on an English railway train 
might stand a better chance of escaping from 
desperadoes than they would in this country, 
but we are willing to wager that a handful of 
American ruflians can stop a railway train 
anywhere inGreat Britain and appropriate 
every penny on board.

THE continent of Africa, which has lain 
dormant and fallow since the neanderthal 
man first conquered the plains of the Old 
World, seems at last to be looming up as the 
next reservoir to be filled by overflowing 
Europe.

Africa already 
been seized by the two colonizing races; the 
French are rapidly assimilating the north 
while the English are being acclimated to the 
jungle fever at the South. Two hundred 
years from now the two races will perhaps 
meetata new Plains of Abraham in dank 
Soudan, and the oki debate of WOLFE and 
MONTCALM argued as in America. After 
the Gaul and the Saxon, the pioneers and the 
pathfinders of civilization, have opened the 
Continent, then will come the Goth and the 
Latin to enjoy the reward which the others 
have toiled for inthe wilderness. French 
communication with Soudan is indeed prac- 
tically open now, as the cable announces that 
a treaty has been confirmed with the Chief of 
Amadoo, which gives France exclusive right 
to found stations and open roads in Senegal 
to the Niger. The first road projected is up the 
valley of the Senegal to Bamakoo, beyond 
which Soudan lies. The conditions of Afri- 
can colonization will make it slower 
than American. There are to be 
found the horrid, burning fevers stewed by 
the torrid sun out ofthe miasmatic jun- 
gles, and the negro will not fade away before 
the white as the Indian fades. The land won 
from the black willbe won ata great cost of 
treasure and blood, as the Zulus have already 
proved and as a thousand other tribes stand 
ready to prove. Fallow Africa will have to 
be tilled and the plough share is already in 
the furrow, but that furrow is probably cen- 
turies long and no man can see to the end of 
it.

He Assaults a Little Girl and Escapes 
by Swimming the River. 


The residents inthe vicinity of Thirteenth 
and Kirk streets, Carondelet, are in a state of 
excitement to-day over the attempted out- 
rage of the little six-year-old daughter of 


Ihn Burns by an unknown man. 
Mrs. Burns, the mother of the little girl left 
home about 7 o' clock this morning to attend 
to some outside business, leaving the care of 
the house and two small children to the little 
girl.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 19.—The killing of 
A. P. W. Longan by Abram F. Elliott, near 2 


part of Cole county, Mo., on Monday, July 
18, was the end of a sort of family feud which, 
under the circumstances, was destined to 
close inatragedy. The facts of the case are 
these: 

some three years ago Dr. Elliott, brother 
of the homicide in the affair, died, leaving a 
wife, two children and a farm, the latter be- 
ing the joint property of the brothers. Be- 
fore the partition of the estate was perfected 
the widow of the deceased Dr. Elliott mar- 
ried Longan, a violent-tempered, worthless 
sort of a fe low, who attempted to get the 
children’s interest in the property into his 
possession, as well as thatof the surviving 
brother, both of which objects Elliott op- 
posed with all his power, defending his own 
rights as well as those of bis brother’s chil- 
dren. The division was finally made and 
Longan secured possession of the children’s 
interest. But he was boiling with rage to- 


ward Elliott, whom he denounced and threat- 
ened repeatedly to kill. 

The partition suit was triedin Jefferson 
City, and when the Court ruled against him 
Longan arose and denounced the judge, the 
clerk and everybody engaged in the trial, for 
which he was tined for contempt. He vowed 
vengeance for this visitation of the law, also, 
but was outspoken in bis threats to kill 
Eliott. 

Several years ago Longan got into an alter- 
cation with a man named Bryant, who was of 
like disposition with bimself, and having the 
advantage] plunged a knife into his adver- 
sary and killed him. As he had a case of self- 
defence he was cleared,the public rejoicing 
that at least one villain less was left to annoy 
the neighborhood. 

Elliott and Longan had not met for some 
time prior to last Monday. on that day 
Longan was in Marion making purchases, 
and was heard to repeat his intention to 
slauchter Elliott on sight. The Rev. Mchen- 
zie was in the village and heard the desperate 
talk, and when on his way home from the 
town met Elliott going there. The reverend 
rentieman told Mr. Eiliott what he had heard 
and advised him not to goto Marion. Elliott 
cogitated a few moments and replied that had 
he known Longan was there he would not 
have started, but as he was then near town 
and needed some articles for his family he 
would proceed—seeming to think it better not 
to act in anv way indicating fear of Longan, 
as that would increase thedanger of a col- 
lision. The twoseparated, Elliott proceeding 
towards the village. He had not gone halfa 
mile when he met Longan, Who was on foot, 
carrying, among other things, a small jug with 
a bandkerchief run through the handle and 
wrapped round his wrist. Longan walked up 
and caught hold of the .bridle on Elliott’s 
horse, stopping him, and ordered the rider 
to dismount, saving he intended to serve him 
as he did “Old Bryant.” 

Elliott saw no way to avoid a collision. Af- 
ter telling Longan to leave go his bridle. and 
meeting with another threat he drew a pistol 
and tired on his enemy, who fell to the ground. 
Elliott then rode on towards town. Seeing 
old man Connell and his son in a field near the 
road he called them to him and told what 
had occurred, not knowing the 
effect of his shot. When the 
two farmers reached Lingan he was quite 
dead. Elliott went to a magistrate and nar- 
rated the circumstances and was allowed to 
Zo on his own recognizance. The examining 
trial was fixed for Weduesday, July 20. There 
is no doubt of Elliott’s complete exoneration. 
The entire community entertain the best feel- 
ing towards bim as he is a man of excellent 
reputation who would have avoided doing 
violence even to his worst enemy had it been 
possible.

Ye sterday afternoon the first public infor- 
m? tion of a case of small-pox in the residence 
Ot the sisters teaching at St. Liborius’ School, 
on Twentieth and North Market streets, was 
published in the Posr-Disrarch. A tinker 
employed in a reportòrial capacity on a 
morning paper, where he wastes sixteen 01 
the twenty-four hours of the day in vain ef- 
. forts to get news and put it dewn in intelligi- 
ble English, though, he discovered 
a fabrication in this exclusive news. The 
physicians, Drs. E. HI. Gregory and William 
N. Brennan, who visited the patient at St. 
Liborius, could not be seen yesterday and 
their decision consequently could not be 
obtained for|publicatior. Without investiga- 
tion thelabove specitied chuckle-headed idiot 
denominate the pews as a sensational rumor. 
This morning a Post-DIsPaTci reporter 
found Dr. Gregory in his office at No. 1006 
Olive street. 

“Doctor, did vou attend a patient at the 
residence of the sisters of St. Liborius 
School:“ 

„was called in to see a patient there in 
the latter part of last week to decide what was 
her complaint.“ 

“What was vour decision?“ 

„From the symptoms I positively pro- 
pounced it a gase of small-pox. I did not at- 
tend, but was only called in todecide whether 
it was a case of small-pox or not, 
and ] decided that it vas 
small-pox. I do not know 
what was done with the patient, but I later 
beard that she had died. I did not see any 
other physician there ata.“ 

Dr. William N. Brennan was seen at his 
residence, No. 815 XN. Twenty-tirst street, and 
in answer tothe first question asked Dr. 
Gregory he replied: “I was called to seea 
patient atthe sisters’ house. I do not know 
her name, but remember distinctly that I 
asked whether she @as asister ornotand was 
informed that sbe was no sister, though ! 
believe she was a novice, When I! 
saw her 1 thought I discovered symptoms 
of small-pox and said so, but I did not like to 
vive that opinion alone, and desired to share 
the responsibility and advised that Dr. E. II. 
Gregory be calledin. I did not see the pa- 
tient later, and the information that you give 
methat she died is all Il know.” 

Were any precautions taken if the patient 
was suffering from small-pox?”’ 

“Yes, she was entirely isolated from the 
rest of the inmates of the house in a room cut 
off from the rest, where she was attended 
only hv her nurse, and not visited by any one. 
When I saw her thought it was small-pox 
and so advised that Dr. Gregory be called in. 
To my mind there was room for doubt. I did 
not seethe patient since, and do not know 
what bas become of her.“

‘the Board of Health on July 18 was certificate 


No. 4903, Emma Bager, aged 16 yeirs, single, 
born in Wisconsin, died of  typho- 
malarial fever at the southeast 
corner of Hast Twentieth and 
North Market streets: was a teacher by occu- 
pation and was buried in St. Peter and Paul’s 
Cemetery. The burial certificate was signed 
Dy A. A. Henske, M. D. This is the case 
ubove referred to. After Drs. Brennan and 
Gregory, the latter one of the oldest physi- 
cians in St. Louis, pronounced it a case of 
small pox, Dr. Henske determined it was 
fever and issued the certiticate. Dr. Carson 
vesterday visited the sisters’ house where 
two others of the good ladies are sick. He 
decided they were suffering from fever, but 
knew nothing about the case of Emma Bager.

Ile tbeu had his gunat O’Brien’s head and 
when he turned away from him, Gillespie, the 
other policeman, hit O’Brien in the head and 
knecked bim under the wheels of the wagon, 
telling him to get into the wagon and calling 
him a ——-, 

As there was alittle Inllat this point we 
showed bim the boy who had taken the hand- 
cuffs and they brought him over to the wagon 
and made him get into the wagon with us 
although we had never seen him before. With 
the policemen riding on each side of the 
Wagon they made us drive toward the Fair 
Ground Station, and on the way my brocher 
kd. Green tried to explain to Gillespie the 
facts in the case, whereupon the oflicer 
leaned over and told bim to shut up, striking 
at his head with his billy and hitting him on 
the arm. ‘Then Buftington ordered Ed out of 
the wagon and searched him, hit him heavily 
on the jaw, and told him to go home.
